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UHS pool won't be closing 
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County 
Selects 
jail site

The Mendocino County Board of 
Supervisors has settled on a prospective 
site for the county’s new jail. 

The board has narrowed a list of eight 
potential sites to one, the Brush Street 
Triangle, a piece of land at the end of Brush 
Street, east of State Street, bounded by 
Highway 101 and the fairgrounds. 

“We think it’s a good location,” said 
Assistant CEO Alison Glassey. “It’s close, 
but it’s not in the middle of everything.” 

“It’s not next to the high school,” she 
said. 

The Brush Street site meets all of the 
minimum requirements for the jail site: at 
least 20 acres of property, direct access to 
Highway 101, utility service and limited 
site hazards. 

The Brush Street site has more than 50 
acres of available space with vacant indus- 
trial land on three sides and the fairgrounds 
on the other. 

Problems with the site include that it sits 
partially in a flood plain and has limited 
access to Highway 101, according to a pre- 
sentation Glassey gave the board. 

Another site under consideration was on 
property owned by Mendocino Redwood 
Company. That parcel was discarded 
because of size issues. 

“The amount of space useful to the jail 
would be limited,” Glassey said. 

The company was also still using the 
property. 

The other site was on the former 
Masonite site. 

“The individuals were not interested,” 
Glassey said. 

For now, the board is only looking at 
building the jail and Mendocino County 
Sheriff’s Offices on the site, not the full 
integrated justice complex that would 
include juvenile hall, offices for the public 
attorneys and the courthouse. 

The design was proposed to the board 
two years ago by consultants who had com- 
pleted a master plan for the jail. 

Now that a potential site has been cho- 
sen, Glassey said there are technical details 
that remain to be worked through. The 
county needs to identify the necessary 
infrastructure, show options for site devel- 
opment, determine anticipated costs, 
review phasing and schedule and present 
project delivery options. 

A list of detailed financing options is 
expected by February. The board is sched- 
uled to discuss real estate negotiations in 
closed session at its Nov. 20 meeting.

Catherine Sanders in the Bank of Willits park- 
ing lot Tuesday, there was a restraining order 
in place ordering him to stay 100 yards away 
from her at all times. 

Police believe Lofling approached Pinion 
and Sanders while they were sitting in their car 
in the parking lot of the Bank of Willits at 
around 12:40 p.m. Tuesday. 


Willits Police Department Sgt. Jake 
Donahue said the shooting does not appear to 
be random and preliminary reports indicate 
Lofling may have been waiting for Pinion. 

It is alleged that Lofling fired into the car, 
killing Pinion and wounding Sanders before

UHS swimming pool to remain open after all 


School board reverses its 
previous decision on closure

At its regularly scheduled monthly meeting 
Tuesday, the Ukiah Unified School District 
board voted unanimously in favor of keeping 
the Ukiah High School pool open during the 
winter months, reversing a decision the board 
made earlier in the year. 

On April 17, the board approved the closure 
of the pool for the months of November through 
January, ostensibly to reduce utility costs in the 
amount of $80,000. 

During public comment at the Oct. 9 board 
meeting, Rick Cleland, UHS water polo coach, 
and Sharon Hildebrand, Ukiah Dolphins swim 
club representative, said that the scheduled 
three-month shutdown of the UHS pool would

not save the UUSD money, but would instead 
prevent several programs, including the 
Dolphins, from operating. 

At that meeting, Superintendent Lois Nash 
said she would look into the problem and report 
back to the board. As a result, a document was 
prepared for the board’s inspection Tuesday by 
Steve Turner, UUSD's director of 
Transportation/Maintenance/Operations, titled 
“High School Pool Cost Analysis and Energy 
Consumption.” 

In the report, he stated the reheating costs 
had not previously been included in the dis- 
trict’s financial calculations. 

“Its a community service more than any- 
thing,” board member Judy Campbell said 
Wednesday. 

Cleland said he was satisfied with the action 
the board took and has already begun prepara- 
tions for the Dolphins’ winter season.

Reject depleted 
uranium use 


To the Editor: 

An Open Letter to Senator Hillary 
Rodham Clinton 

As a member of the U.S. Senate 
Committee on Armed Services please 
respond concerning your approval of the 
continued use of depleted uranium in the 
Iraq War. 

The use of depleted uranium is a death 
sentence to our troops and to the Iraqi peo- 
ple forever. The Congress is also complicit 
in this treasonous act to commit genocide 
by funding the appropriations for continu- 
ing war in which depleted uranium is used. 
It was used in Bosnia and Afghanistan as 
well. 

In 1982, material from Fort Detrick, 
MD., including Uranium, chemical and 
biological weapons were sold to Iraq. In 
the First Gulf War a munitions facility, the 
Kamusia Bunker Complex was bombed to 
cover the fact that identification on the 
crates showed they came from the U.K., 
Russia and the U.S., in violation of the 
U.S. Weapons Export Act.

politics is fair? 

Democrats in Congress are discovering what it’s 
like to live in the worst of all possible worlds. They 
are condemned for selling out to President Bush, and 
for failing to make compromises aimed at getting 
things done. 

Democrats complain that this is unfair and, in some 
sense, it is. But who said that politics was fair? 

Over the short run, Democratic congressional lead- 
ers can count on little support from their party’s pres- 
idential candidates, particularly Barack Obama and 
John Edwards. Both have decided their best way of 
going after front-runner Hillary Clinton -- who has 
been in Washington since her husband’s election as 
president in 1992 -- is to criticize politics-as-usual. 

At this weekend’s Democratic fundraising dinner in 
Des Moines, Obama and Edwards not only attacked 
Bush fiercely but issued broadsides against the larger 
status quo. 

When Obama assailed “the same old Washington 
textbook campaigns” and declared that he was “sick 
and tired of Democrats thinking that the only way to 
look tough on national security is by talking and act- 
ing and voting like George Bush Republicans,” he was 
aiming at Clinton. But Obama was echoing what 
many in his party have been saying about their con- 
gressional leadership. 

And when Edwards said that “Washington is awash 
with corporate money, with lobbyists who pass it out, 
with politicians who ask for it,” he was criticizing a 
system in which his own party is implicated. 

It makes sense for Democratic presidential candi- 
dates to distance themselves from the party’s 
Washington wing. A poll released last week by the 
Pew Research Center found that 54 percent of 
Americans disapprove of the performance of 
Democratic congressional leaders, an increase in dis- 
satisfaction of 18 points since February. Among 
Democrats, disapproval of their own leaders rose from 
16 percent in February to 35 percent now; in the same 
period, disapproval among independents rose from 41 
percent to 56 percent. 

Democrats in Congress say their actual achieve- 
ments of a minimum-wage increase, lobbying reform, 
improvements in the student loan program, and last 
week’s override of Bush’s veto of a $23 billion water 
projects bill are being overlooked -- and that Bush and 
his congressional allies have systematically blocked 
even bipartisan efforts to produce further results. 

For example: The increases in financing for the 
State Children’s Health Insurance Program passed 
after Democrats made a slew of concessions to 
Republicans to win broad GOP support. But in the 
House, Democrats were short of the votes needed to 
override the president’s veto, so the proposal lan- 
guishes. 

Rep. David Obey, D-Wis., chairman of the 
Appropriations Committee, notes that he has bar- 
gained productively with Republicans and that his 
budget bills have secured dozens of their votes. But 
the president seems intent on a budget confrontation. 

In a letter to Bush on Saturday, House Speaker 
Nancy Pelosi and Senate Majority Leader Harry Reid 
tried to underscore the president’s role in the stalemate 
by calling for a “dialogue” to settle budget differences 
which “have never been so great that we cannot reach 
agreement on a spending plan that meets the needs of 
the American people.” 

They went on: “Key to this dialogue, however, is 
some willingness on your part to actually find com- 
mon ground. Thus far, we have seen only a hard line 
drawn and a demand that we send only legislation that 
reflects your cuts to critical priorities of the American 
people.” 

Pelosi and Reid have a point, and they want Bush 
to get the blame for a budget impasse. But Bush seems 
to have decided that if he can’t raise his own dismal 
approval ratings, he will drag the Democrats down 
with him. So far, that is what’s happening. 

Yet the budget is just one of the Democrats’ prob- 
lems. Their own partisans are furious that they have 
been unable to force a change in Bush’s Iraq policy. In 
the Pew survey, 47 percent said the Democrats had not 
gone “far enough” in challenging Bush on Iraq. Many 
in the rank and file are also angry that the Democratic- 
led Senate let through the nomination of Michael 
Mukasey as attorney general, even though he declined 
to classify waterboarding a form of torture. 

Congressional Democrats are caught between two 
contradictory desires. One part of the electorate wants 
them to be practical dealmakers, another wants them 
to live up to the standard Obama set in the peroration 
of his Iowa speech when he praised those who “stood 
up ... when it was risky, stood up when it was hard, 
stood up when it wasn’t popular.” Is there a handbook 
somewhere on how to be a courageous dealmaker? 
Pelosi and Reid would love to read it.

Niners’ Alex Smith finally admits arm prob- 
lems hurting his throws

SANTA CLARA — Alex Smith’s 
arm ached every time he heard he was- 
n’t injured over the past three weeks, 
so the San Francisco 49ers’ much-crit- 
icized quarterback finally decided to 
acknowledge his pain. 

Smith admitted Wednesday that his 
recently separated right shoulder and a 
chronically strained forearm have con- 
tributed to his awful play in the past 
three games of the 49ers’ seven-game 
losing streak. 

“Without a doubt, I’m not throwing 
the same way I was the first three 
weeks, and last year,’ Smith said 


before sitting out part of practice to 
rest his forearm. “Trying to play 
through this is hard. ... I chose to go 
out there and play, thought I could, 
thought it would get better as the 
weeks go on, and it hasn’t.” 

The former No. 1 draft pick even 
wondered aloud whether he should 
take a prolonged break to get his 
shoulder back in shape, perhaps for 
2008. 

“No excuses, I chose to go out 
there,” Smith said. “If you asked me 
whether I’d do it again, that’s the ques- 
tion. It’s continued to linger, and that’s 
the most frustrating thing for me.” 

Smith’s candid discussion of his 


injury woes contradicted several 
recent statements by both Smith and 
coach Mike Nolan. Both have claimed 
the quarterback’s injuries weren’t seri- 
ous enough to cause his inaccurate 
throws and the resulting lack of confi- 
dence in the third-year pro’s abilities. 

“T really thought I could try to play 
through this and help this team,” 
Smith said. “I feel like I was making 
progress, but Monday night definitely 
did not feel good.” 

Smith went 12-for-28 with several 
horribly inaccurate throws in San 
Francisco’s 24-0 loss to Seattle on 
Monday night, missing open receivers 
and showing poor mechanics. Though 


Nolan said earlier Wednesday that he 
expects Smith to be the 49ers’ (2-7) 
starting quarterback Sunday against 
St. Louis (1-8), even Smith isn’t sure 
that’s a good idea. 

“T wasn’t trying to stir up anything,” 
Smith said. “I thought that it would get 
better, and it’s not.” 

Smith separated his throwing shoul- 
der on a sack by Seattle’s Rocky 
Bernard on the third play of San 
Francisco’s loss to the Seahawks on 
Sept. 30. Smith sat out the next two 
games and the Niners’ bye week, but 
returned sooner than expected against

Wedge wins AL Manager of the Year 


award, Melvin honored in NL

NEW YORK — Bob Melvin and 
Eric Wedge barely made a ripple as 
players. Backup catchers, they both 
batted a pedestrian .233 in the big 
leagues. 

All that time spent pondering on the 
bench paid off. Far more successful in 
the dugout than on the field, they were 
honored Wednesday as managers of 
the year. 

Wedge became the first Cleveland 
manager to win the AL award, chosen 
by a wide margin after the Indians and 
Boston tied for the best record in base- 
ball. Melvin was the first Arizona 
manager to get the NL prize, picked 
after leading his young team to the top 
mark in the league. 

Wedge and Melvin are among near- 
ly a dozen former catchers who man- 
age in the majors. 

“There’s been quite the trend,” 
Wedge said on a conference call. “The 
catcher has to be aware and knowl- 


edgeable of every aspect.” 

“It’s a leadership position. That 
position demands a great amount of 
passion for your teammates and the 
game of baseball,” he said. 

Wedge said he knew Melvin mostly 
from across the diamond. Their paths 
crossed years ago — a month after 
Colorado took Wedge from Boston in 
the November 1992 expansion draft, 
the Red Sox wanted a second-string 
catcher and signed Melvin as a free 
agent. 

Wedge received 19 of the 28 first- 
place votes and got 116 points in bal- 
loting by the Baseball Writers’ 
Association of America. He finished 
ahead of a pair of former catchers, the 
Angels’ Mike Scioscia (62 points) and 
ex-Yankees manager Joe Torre (61). 
Terry Francona of the World Series 
champion Red Sox got 13. 

“There’s always challenges and 
unexpected challenges you go through 
over the course of six months. I think 
we were the extreme of that,” Wedge 


said. 

Wedge, a no-nonsense guy with a 
John Wayne calendar in his office, 
guided the Indians to a 96-66 record. 
Cleveland made its first playoff 
appearance since 2001, then lost to the 
Red Sox in Game 7 of the AL champi- 
onship series. 

Melvin was chosen on 19 of the 30 
first-place ballots and got 119 points. 
Philadelphia’s Charlie Manuel (76), 
Colorado’s Clint Hurdle (58), himself 
a former catcher, and the Cubs’ Lou 
Piniella (25) followed. 

Melvin was honored for his steady 
hand in leading a team that sometimes 
started six rookies to a 90-72 mark. 
Back in the playoffs for the first time 
since 2002, Arizona swept Chicago in 
the first round before getting swept by 
Colorado in the NLCS. 

“At the beginning, we were cau- 
tiously optimistic. We liked the young 
group,” Melvin said on a conference 
call. 

The 39-year-old Wedge played 39 


games for Boston and Colorado in the 
early 1990s. He’s done a lot better with 
the Indians since starting out 68-94 in 
2003. 

One promise Wedge made to him- 
self after becoming a major league 
manager: “I would never forget how 
hard it is to play this game,” he said. 

The Indians took over first place for 
good on Aug. 15 and went a major 
league-best 31-13 to finish the season. 

C.C. Sabathia, picked as the AL Cy 
Young Award winner Tuesday, and 
Fausto Carmona each won 19 games 
to lead Cleveland. The Indians were in 
good hands and the team rewarded 
Wedge with a three-year contract 
extension in July. 

“I look at this as an organizational 
award,” Wedge said. 

The 46-year-old Melvin played 10 
years in the majors with seven teams. 
He managed Seattle from 2003-04, got 
fired and then took over the

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Knicks fine Stephon Marbury more than 
$180,000 for skipping game at Phoenix

NEW YORK — After a summer of 
lawsuits and tabloid headlines, the New 
York Knicks wanted to get back to bas- 
ketball. 

So much for that plan. 

The team fined Stephon Marbury more 
than $180,000 after he blew off Tuesday 
night’s game against Phoenix, the latest 
clash between the disgruntled point guard 
and coach Isiah Thomas. 

The Knicks sent Marbury a letter 
informing him of the fine, according to a 
person with knowledge of the penalty 
who spoke to The Associated Press on 
Wednesday. He requested anonymity 
because he wasn’t authorized to discuss 
it. The Knicks would not confirm the 
fine. 

The Knicks wouldn’t say if Marbury 
would attend Wednesday night’s road 
game against the Los Angeles Clippers, 
or if they would fine him again if he 
doesn’t show. 

According to the NBA’s collective bar- 
gaining agreement, players are docked 
1/110th of their salaries for a missed 
game without a reasonable excuse. With 
Marbury scheduled to earn $20.1 million 
this season, that would be about 
$182,800. 

Thomas brought Marbury back to his 
hometown in a trade with the Suns on 


Jan. 5, 2004, and the two enjoyed a close 
relationship while Thomas was solely the 
team president. But things changed when 
he took on the job of coach as well before 
last season. 

They clashed early last year after 
Thomas benched him in the second 
halves of two games, though they 
patched things up and Marbury played 
well the second half of the season. 

But any problems on the court were 
minor compared to Marbury’s strange 
summer. 

He behaved erratically during a tele- 
vised interview, then testified in a sexual 
harassment trial against Thomas and 
Madison Square Garden that he had a 
sexual encounter in his truck with a team 
intern. Marbury was smiling and singing 
on his way out of the courthouse. 

Marbury also was forced to apologize 
after defending Michael Vick’s participa- 
tion in dogfighting. 

The Knicks hoped their summer of 
woes would be forgotten once the season 
started, but instead they’ve blown up on 
their first road trip. 

Marbury played poorly down the 
stretch in New York’s 75-72 home loss to 
Miami on Sunday, and the Daily News 
reported Tuesday the Knicks were trying 
to reduce Marbury’s role or get rid of him 
entirely. 

That created tensions between 
Marbury and Thomas — Westchester 


County neighbors who share the same 
agent. The two reportedly even fought on 
the plane to Phoenix, which the Knicks 
denied. 

“There is no truth to that whatsoever,” 
said Knicks spokesman Jonathan 
Supranowitz, who was on the flight. 

Marbury then left the team in Phoenix, 
telling the New York Post on Tuesday he 
had permission from Thomas. Thomas 
would not confirm that, but did say the 
team would welcome back Marbury. 

Thomas refused to discuss any poten- 
tial penalties against Marbury before the 
game Tuesday, saying the matter would 
be kept “in-house.” 

Several of Marbury’s teammates said 
his departure took them by surprise, but 
they expressed no hard feelings. 

“You always support your team- 
mates,” forward Jared Jeffries said 
Tuesday night. “A lot of people on the 
outside don’t understand what guys go 
through with their family, their friends, 
with this team, with anything. Whenever 
somebody goes through a tough time you 
support your teammate.” 

Messages left for the agent, Jordan 
Bazant, were not immediately returned. 

Marbury is still one of the Knicks’ best 
players, averaging 15.2 points and 6.8 
assists. He is under contract with the 
Knicks through next season, scheduled to 
earn about $42 million. That makes him 
difficult to trade, especially since he has 
created problems off the court and never 


won a playoff series on it.

McCants leads 
Minnesota to first win 
over Artest and Kings

MINNEAPOLIS — The 
Timberwolves want Rashad 
McCants to shoot, and that’s 
just what he did. 

McCants scored a career- 
high 33 points on 13-for-22 
shooting in Minnesota’s first 
victory this season, 108-103 
over the Sacramento Kings on 
Wednesday night. 

Ron Artest returned from 
his seven-game suspension 
with 17 points and six assists 
for the Kings, who have lost 
all five of their road games. 
They’ve beaten previously 
winless Minnesota and 
Seattle. 

Beno Udrih, who had 17 
points, hit a 3-pointer to give 
the Kings their last lead, 87- 
86 with less than 5 1/2 min- 
utes left. Then McCants, with 
assistance from Antoine 
Walker, took over. 

McCants had nine points 
and Walker had five over the 
next four-plus minutes to put 
the game away and give the 
Wolves a 100-90 lead. 

Walker, who had only 14 
points in Minnesota’s first 
five games, scored 19 points 
on 7-for-14 shooting. Al 
Jefferson did the rest down 
low, with 23 points and seven 
rebounds. 

Kevin Martin had 18 of his 
22 points in the second half 
for Sacramento, and Brad 
Miller added 17 points. The 
Wolves gave up fourth-quar- 
ter leads twice in their first 
five losses, but the Kings were 
unable to provide the next 
comeback. 

Unlike the other thir- 
tysomethings on this re-made, 
inexperienced team, Walker is 
unsure where he fits, and the 
Wolves seem to be, too. 

After spending the entire 
game on the bench last 
Saturday, Walker was back in 
the rotation, while fellow for- 
ward Craig Smith was on the 
inactive list due to a sprained 
left ankle. 

“Tm not going to play 12 
guys. I just can’t,” coach

Randy Wittman said before 
the game. 

Walker moves slower and 
stiffer than most of the others 
on the court, but he still has a 
soft touch. Walker scored 
eight points in the second 
quarter on a fast-break dunk 
and a pair of no-jump 3-point- 
ers, providing a valuable sup- 
plement to the sharp outside 
shooting by McCants. 

Artest, whose punishment 
came from the NBA this sum- 
mer after a no-contest plea to 
a domestic violence charge 
stemming from a dispute with 
his wife, brought the Kings 
closer to full strength. Miller 
was also back after missing 
the last game with a bruised 
right quadriceps muscle. Mike 
Bibby is still out, not expected 
for at least another month 
while he recovers from 
surgery on his left thumb. 

Despite a decent line in the 
boxscore and two 3-pointers 
in the second half, Artest’s 
impact was minimal on both 
ends. Early in the third quar- 
ter, he fumbled a ball near the 
sideline and lost it out of 
bounds for an ugly turnover. 

Notes: Backup big man 
Mark Madsen, out since 
August after surgery on his 
right shoulder, is due back 
soon for Minnesota. Wittman 
said he’d be re-evaluated on 
Monday. When he does 
return, rookie Chris Richard 
could be sent to the NBA’s 
developmental league. 
Kenny Thomas didn’t play for 
the Kings, due to a bruised 
right shin. Neither did Shareef 
Abdur-Rahim, because of a 
sore right knee. ...

seven years of his career with 
the Vikings. He made three 
Pro Bowls during his tenure 
there and leading Minnesota 
to the NFC championship 
game following the 2002 sea- 
son. 

After being cheered after 
so many touchdown passes he 
threw to Randy Moss while 
with the Vikings, Culpepper is 
ready for a different reaction 
on Sunday. 

“I know the people in 
Minnesota love good foot- 
ball,” he said. “I had a great 
time when I was up there but 
I'm here now. When we step 
in there I know it’s going to be 
loud and crazy.” 

Culpepper moved back into 
the starting role after backing 
up McCown the previous two 
weeks. McCown struggled in 
his two games back as the 
starter and is also slowed by a 
bruised thigh that held him 
out of practice Wednesday. If 
he isn’t healthy enough to 
back up Culpepper on Sunday, 
No. 1 overall pick JaMarcus 
Russell could move into the 
No. 2 spot and possibly be in 
position to get in for a few 
plays for the first time. 

But for now, the Raiders 
are going with Culpepper. 

“I just felt after watching 
film and putting everything 
together, felt it was time to go 
with Daunte and see if he can 
give us a little spark,” coach 
Lane Kiffin said. “It’s nothing 
against Josh. Neither quarter- 
back playing over the last 
month has done much for us 
offensively, obviously. We 
haven’t produced anything 
close to what we would like to 
do. So we’ll see if Daunte can 
give us a little spark this week 
going back to a place he was 
at for a long time.” 

In five games this season, 
Culpepper has completed 56 
percent of his passes for 817 
yards, four touchdowns and 
four interceptions. He lost his 
past three starts, committing 
six turnovers and throwing 
two touchdown passes. 

Kiffin said earlier this year 
that Culpepper is not as com- 
fortable taking snaps from 
center, which hindered 
Oakland’s running game. 
Even some of the Vikings said 
they see a different quarter- 
back than the one who shined 
for so long in Minnesota. 

“He still looks kind of hes- 
itant,” Vikings defensive line- 
man Pat Williams said. “I 
don’t think he’s full tilt yet. I 
don’t think he’s full speed yet. 
He looked kind of hesitant on 
that knee.” 

Culpepper threw for 20,162 
yards and 135 touchdown 
passes with the Vikings, 
becoming one of the top quar- 


terbacks in the NFL. His best 
season came in 2004, when he 
threw for 4,717 yards and 39 
touchdowns in his final sea- 
son with Moss. 

Minnesota second-year 
quarterback Tarvaris Jackson 
closely watched Culpepper 
before making it to the NFL. 

“I pretty much watched all 
the quarterbacks, but he was 
one of the guys I liked to 
watch play because he was 
very exciting when he was 
running the football and 
throwing the ball up to Moss 
and Cris Carter and those 
guys,” Jackson said. “I always 
liked to watch those guys and 
it was very exciting to watch 
the Vikings play.” 

Culpepper then struggled 
before a serious knee injury in 
2005, throwing 12 intercep- 
tions and only six TDs as the 
Vikings got off to a 2-5 start. 

New Vikings coach Brad 
Childress traded Culpepper to 
Miami in the offseason, and 
later accused him of being 
greedy and self-centered. 
Culpepper also clashed with 
Vikings management over his 
contract and his insistence on 
rehabilitating his knee at 
home in Florida, rather than in 
Minneapolis. 

The Vikings (3-6) are less 
concerned with Culpepper's 
reaction than in bouncing 
back from a 34-0 loss last 
week to Green Bay. 

“I don’t know how it’s 
going to be for him,” said 
Minnesota tight end Jim 
Kleinsasser, who played 
seven seasons with 
Culpepper. “We’ll see how it 
goes fan-wise. There’s a lot of 
stuff going on with that, but 
it’s a game and we have to 
take care of our business and 
get out of the doghouse here.”

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the New Orleans Saints on 
Oct. 28, with Nolan praising 
his quarterback’s toughness. 

But Smith’s accuracy has 
been off noticeably since his 
return. He’s 51-for-109 for 
453 yards and three intercep- 
tions in the past three games, 
while his 48.7 completion rate 
and 57.2 passer rating this 
season are 30th among NFL 
quarterbacks — dead-last 
among all passers with 
enough action to qualify for 
league statistics. 

Around the bye week in 
mid-October, Smith also 
developed a strained forearm 
with muscle spasms, affecting 
his release and even his abili- 
ty to grip the ball. Smith 
believes his forearm weak- 
ened when he went back to 
practice after prolonged inac- 
tivity with his shoulder in a 
sling. 

The decision to rush back 
into practice really did his 
shoulder “more harm than 
good,” said Smith, whose lat- 
est MRI on Tuesday will be 
examined again by Dr. James 
Andrews, the noted sports 
orthopedist who concurred 
last month with the 49ers’ 
diagnosis that Smith didn’t 
need surgery. 

But the combination of 
injuries has forced Smith to 
alter his mechanics, causing 
technical flaws in his delivery 
that have been spotted by sev- 
eral observers, including the 
San Francisco coaches who 
apparently have chalked it up 
to human error. 

“That’s the frustrating 
thing,” Smith said. "You're so 
used to hitting your targets, 
and but to go out there the 
past three weeks — that’s the 
frustrating thing, to not be the 
same player you were.” 

Smith has been roundly 
criticized for his poor play in 
the past three weeks, but he 
repeatedly denied the injury 
had anything to do with it. 
After his 17-for-38 perfor- 
mance in a loss at Atlanta, he 
refused to acknowledge any 
health problems.

Plans are being made for the 
third annual “Noche de 
Estrellas," or “Night of the 
Stars,” Saturday, Dec. 1, at 7 
p.m in the Ukiah High School 
Cafetorium. Tickets are only $5 
to encourage people of all cul- 
tures to participate in this spe- 
cial evening of performances in 
Spanish. 

The first Noche de Estrellas 
was initiated and sponsored by 
SPACE (School of Performing 
Arts & Cultural Education), 
Nuestra Casa and Ukiah Players 
Theater in October, 2005. 
Funding was, and continues to 
be, provided by the S. H. 
Cowell Foundation. People told 
jokes and performed skits. 
Anibal Fragoso Castilleja coor- 
dinated the event and popular 
radio announcer Nicolas Luna 
de Haro introduced the perform- 
ers.

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The facts of life remain the 
same at Amerian film market

The French have a saying, “plus ca change, 
plus c’est la meme chose.” The translation goes, 
the more a thing changes, the more it’s the same 
thing. Whoever came up with this axiom may 
have inadvertently had the foresight to be thinking 
of the annual American Film Market (AFM), a 
gathering place for international buyers and sell- 
ers of films. The event takes place in the seaside 
venue of Santa Monica at the Loews Beach Hotel, 
with its spectacular view of the ocean as well as 
the famous Santa Monica pier. It’s not the glam- 
orous French Riviera, where the Cannes Film 
Festival serves as a model for film markets every- 
where, including the AFM. 

Anyway, back to that French adage, things are 
looking both the same and different at this year’s 
American Film Market, where foreign buyers find 
that their currency, especially euros, has plenty of 
purchasing power, due to the declining value of 
the dollar. Since these buyers are looking at 
America as one big factory outlet, you’d think 
they would be buying scads of films, considering 
the writers strike may soon cause a dearth of 
decent product. Many people that I interviewed 
seemed to feel that the depressed value of the U.S. 
currency was not doing much to improve the for- 
tunes of anyone other than local stores selling the 
usual clothes and trinkets. 

Something that will never change, notwith- 
standing appearances to the contrary, is the nearly 
insatiable appetite of foreign buyers for horror 
films. Everywhere you tum during the market, 
going from one hotel suite to the next, where pro- 
motional flyers hawk the products as if you had 
stumbled upon a huge indoor flea market, the hor- 
ror titles spring forth as ubiquitous reminders of 
the AFM’s primary mission. As a general rule, 
horror films are so derivative that it is hardly sur- 
prising that films are increasingly promoted as 
imitations of better known works. One horror 
film called “Gag,” whose promotional tagline is 
“Dying is easy. . . staying alive is torture,” is 
described in its publicity material as a film in the 
tradition of “Saw,” and if you only look at the 
poster art, the image of a terrified face encased in 
metal clamps should be the tip-off. 

One tradition of the AFM has been the unre- 
strained desire of hordes of Japanese and Koreans 
anxious to scoop up the horror films, and that 
seems not to have changed. However, the market 
is witnessing an increased amount of Japanese- 
made horror films being offered for sale, and not 
just ones in the custom of “Godzilla,” though the 
Japanese horror film “Reigo” features an 
immense sea monster that looks like a waterborne 
Godzilla. The Japanese are also gleefully ripping 
off famed zombie director George A. Romero, 
coming up with “Zombie, the Self Defense 
Force,” a story of the man-eating living dead run- 


ning wild in the forests near Mount Fuji. The 
zombie genre remains incredibly popular, judging 
by the marketplace. “Mutants Fear the Truth” cre- 
ates zombies from medical experiments gone hor- 
ribly wrong. Chaos reigns in London in “The 
Zombie Diaries,” as the undead run amok in the 
shadow of Big Ben. Even the Italians are getting 
into the act with “Zombies the Beginning”, in 
which genetically altered mutants are brought to 
life. 

Women figure prominently in many horror 
films, and not always as victims. In the British 
vampire film “The Witches Hammer,” the heroine 
is brought back from the brink of death by a top 
secret agency and transformed into a genetically 
enhanced vampire, only to be trained as a lethal 
assassin and sent on missions to kill other crea- 
tures of the night. But women are often at risk in 
these films, such as “Gruesome,” where a college 
girl is caught up in an endless nightmare when 
imprisoned by a psychotic killer. The innocent- 
sounding title “Lilith” belies the horror that awaits 
five college girls who unwittingly unleash the 
spirit of a horrible demon while researching 
obscure pagan beliefs. 

It goes without saying that there are plenty of 
cheesy horror films available, most of them 
involving a tawdry, but efficiently horrible crea- 
ture. “Hogzilla” is one such film, featuring a 
mutant feral hog believed to weigh over a ton and 
with an appetite to match, as it snacks on mem- 
bers of a camping party who also have to contend 
with a band of treacherous poachers. “Supercroc” 
taps into the fear of crocodiles on the loose, but 
none as fierce as the prehistoric breed that are 
unleashed after a massive California earthquake. 
And let’s not forget the reliable dinosaur, appear- 
ing in “Tyrannosaurus Azteca,” that goes on a 
rampage in the year 1518 when Spanish conquis- 
tadors explore a remote, lost valley just inland 
from the Gulf of Mexico. 

One dubious area of female equality appears 
more frequently in thrillers and even some horror 
films at AFM. More and more women are cast as 
the chief villains. The aptly-titled “A Woman’s 
Rage” is about a beautiful woman having trouble 
keeping men, as she tends to become very obses- 
sive and jealous. When she loses the man of her 
dreams, she vows revenge by stealing away the 
teenage son of his new girlfriend. "The Perfect 
Assistant” is the cautionary tale for the married 
executive who learns his attractive assistant not 
only kills his wife but develops a fatal attraction 
more violent than the one realized by Glenn 
Close. Maybe the strangest case of the deadly 
female is the one inspired by true events in 
“Stuck,” wherein a woman (Mena Suvari) hits a 
homeless man with her car, allowing him to stay 
stuck in her windshield as she parks the car in her 
garage and decides to let him bleed to death.

nestled inside the cooler his 
coworker was referring to and 
then stepped back as Ouellette 
put his tool to work, draining 
the motor oil from the back- 
side of the now-scrapped 
machine.

OJ Simpson, 2 co-defendants ordered to 
stand trial in suspected memorabilia heist 


LAS VEGAS (AP) — O.J. Simpson must face trial on kid- 
napping, armed robbery and other charges stemming from a 
suspected sports memorabilia heist, a justice of the peace ruled 
Wednesday. Justice of the Peace Joe M. Bonaventure ruled after 
a preliminary hearing on the charges and arguments against the 
case by attorneys for Simpson and co-defendants Clarence 
“C.J.” Stewart and Charles “Charlie” Ehrlich. 

No charges in the 12-count complaint against the three men 
were dropped. Kidnapping convictions could result in a life 
sentence with possibility of parole. Armed robbery convictions 
would require some time in prison. 

The case stemmed from a Sept. 13 confrontation in a casino 
hotel room where Simpson and a group of men are accused of 
stealing items from two sports memorabilia dealers. 


House Democrats round up votes on 
war spending bill to bring troops home 


WASHINGTON (AP) — House Democrats defiantly pushed 
ahead Wednesday with a $50 billion war spending bill that calls 
for troops to leave Iraq, despite concerns raised by some party 
members and a veto threat issued by the White House. 

The bill would require that the U.S. initiate troop with- 
drawals within 30 days of its passage and agree to the goal of 
bringing home most soldiers and Marines by Dec. 15, 2008. 

It is largely a symbolic jab at President Bush, who already 
has begun withdrawing some troops but rejects the notion that 
Congress set a timetable on the war. 

Democratic leaders initially said Wednesday they expected 
the bill to pass. But by mid-afternoon, the prospects were less 
clear. House Speaker Nancy Pelosi, D-Calif., convened a meet- 
ing of the bill’s supporters and asked them to help her round up 
votes. 

A Pelosi spokesman said a vote still would take place 
Wednesday. 


Pakistan’s Musharraf says he will quit 
army this month and rule as a civilian 


RAWALPINDI, Pakistan (AP) — President Gen. Pervez 
Musharraf said for the first time Wednesday that he expects to 
quit as chief of Pakistan’s army by the end of November, 
heralding a return to civilian rule. But in an interview with The 
Associated Press, he also rejected U.S. pressure to quickly end 
a state of emergency and a demand from opposition leader 
Benazir Bhutto that he leave the political stage altogether. 

Musharraf, wearing a dark business suit rather than his mili- 
tary uniform, said rising Islamic militancy required him to stay 
in control of the troubled nation but he left the door open for 
future cooperation with Bhutto if she wins January parliamen- 
tary elections. He said his government “would prefer to engage 
with all the foreign concerns and tell them our difficulties so 
that they understand. But basically my concern is Pakistan,” 
Musharraf said. “I take decisions in Pakistan’s interest and I 
don’t take ultimatums from anyone.” 


Puerto Rican companies brutally killed 
thousands of dogs, cats, ex-workers say 


TRUJILLO ALTO, Puerto Rico (AP) — Back roads, gorges 
and garbage dumps on this tropical island are littered with the 
decaying carcasses of dogs and cats. An Associated Press inves- 
tigation reveals why: possibly thousands of unwanted animals 
have been tossed off bridges, buried alive and otherwise inhu- 
manely disposed of by taxpayer-financed animal control pro- 
grams. Witnesses who spoke with the AP said that, despite 
pledges to deliver adoptable strays to shelters and humanely 
euthanize the rest, the island’s leading private animal control 
companies generally did neither. 

News that live animals had been thrown to their deaths from 
a bridge reached the public last month when Animal Control 
Solutions, a government contractor, was accused of inhumane- 
ly killing some 80 dogs and cats seized from three housing pro- 
jects in the town of Barceloneta. A half dozen survived the fall 
of at least 50 feet.

walking a short distance away 
and shooting himself. 

Sanders is in Howard 
Memorial Hospital, where she 
is recovering from injuries to 
a leg and elbow. 

Police have said that Pinion 
and Lofling had a prior rela- 
tionship; friends of Pinion 
said she had a restraining 
order against him. 

The restraining order was 
issued in April of 2005, and 
barred Lofling from coming 
within 100 yards of her or her 
place of employment and 
required that he turn over all 
firearms and ammunition. 

Donahue said he could not 
say where Lofling got the gun 
police found near his body or 
if he was legally allowed to 
have it. 

According to a letter Pinion 
sent to the court while the 
restraining order was under 
consideration, Lofling and 
Pinion were a couple during 
some part of the two-and-a- 
half years during which she 
was separated from her hus- 
band. 

After Pinion moved back in 
with her husband in June 
2003, Lofling became verbal- 
ly abusive, repeatedly leaving 
threatening messages on her 
private work phone, accord- 
ing to Pinion’s letter. 

Pinion met with Lofling on 
March 30, 2004, and walked 
him back to his house after 
she found him “passed out” in 
his truck. 

According to the letter, 
Pinion told Lofling she want- 
ed him to leave her alone and 
stay away from her family and 
friends. 

“Mr. Lofling grabbed me in 


a bear hug and carried me 
back to his bedroom,” Pinion 
said in the letter. “As I resist- 
ed, he became angry, threw 
me on the bed, jumped on top 
of me and began to slap me 
across the face.” 

Pinion escaped from 
Lofling and ran to his neigh- 
bor’s house where she called 


police. 
In his own letter to the 
court, Lofling disputed 


Pinion’s version of events. He 
said he went into his bedroom 
to get away from Pinion and 
that she came into the bed- 
room and attacked him, strik- 
ing him repeatedly with the 
handle of a knife that he kept 
sheathed next to his bed. 

Lofling wrote that he acci- 
dentally hit Pinion while try- 
ing to knock the knife out of 
her hand, and once he got the 
knife away from her, he did 
wrap Pinion in his arms and 
carry her to the door to 
remove her from the house. 

*T did not purposely slap, 
hit or hurt Jeannette in any 
way,” Lofling wrote to the 
court. 

In addition to the restrain- 
ing order, Lofling also had an 
arrest record dating back to 
1994. According to court 
records, in 1994, he was 
arrested on suspicion of carry- 
ing a loaded firearm, conceal- 
ing a firearm in a vehicle and 
driving without a valid 
license; all of those charges 
were dismissed. 

In 1995, Lofling was 
arrested on suspicion of bat- 
tery. In 1997, he was arrested 
on suspicion of possession of 
a destructive device; those 
charges were reduced to mis- 
demeanors. 

The WPD is continuing to 
investigate the shooting.
